Have you ever wondered what living things are prospering in the Park? Together, we will discover the 
answers, as search teams organize to scour the 1,371 acres of Forest Park. The purpose of the BioBlitz is to 
create a species list for animal and plant groups represented in the Park. In doing so, we will have a baseline 
survey that can be revisited in the future to assess our effectiveness as nature's host. This event will further 
public awareness about biodiversity in an urban environment. 


Considered our City's Crown Jewel, the Park officially opened to the public on June 24, 1876. It is one of the 
largest urban parks in the US; 500 acres larger than New York City's Central Park. The Park is a natural oasis 
for our City, with its integrated ecosystem where humans and nature interact. Recently restored with an 
impressive $100 million investment, Forest Park is alive and well. Join us as we find out what creatures are 
crawling and what flora is flourishing. 


Volunteers are needed to assist scientists and naturalists as they find and record the current species of plants 
and animals represented in Forest Park. Volunteers will also assist with public activities to learn about biodi- 
versity in our Park. Are you interested in sharing your enthusiasm for the outdoors? Would you like to learn 
more about biodiversity and the species that dwell in Forest Park? The BioBlitz Committee wants you! No 
scientific background is needed, as we will provide you with all the information for the event. A brief orienta- 
tion program will be held on Saturday, September 4, 2004.

SLAS Birding Trips for August 


and September

Arranging the birding trip schedule for this coming 
season proved to be especially challenging. There 
were requests for out of town trips to at least 3 differ- 
ent locations, requests for trips to additional sites 
close to St. Louis, concerns over reducing our con- 
flicts with ASM meetings and thoughts about opti- 
mizing shorebird opportunities during August. In the 
end, a decision was made to concentrate the spring 
2005 trips around the St. Louis area. As the calendar 
insert shows, we have scheduled eight consecutive 
Saturday trips close to home, all at different locations, 
from April 16 through June 4. 


One innovation that we are trying this year is not to 
pre-determine the location of our August trip. 
Instead, the leader for the August 28 trip, Josh 
Uffman, will keep his ear to the ground and decide 
where the best opportunities lie. Hopefully some 
good shorebirds will be around and we can 

go in that direction. There is also the possibility of 
Upland Sandpipers at one of the refuges along Hwy 
79 and we might head there. His decision will be 
available after 6:00 PM on Thursday, Aug 26 on 
MOBirds or by phone. 


Although we have no out of town trips planned for 
next spring, anyone who wants to can plan some- 
thing. Good possibilities include a Prairie Chicken 
trip to western Missouri (April 9 would be a good 
date for that) or a trip to southern Illinois' Cache 
River Basin. Contact John Solodar if you want 
help with leads for putting a trip together.

Land birds and some waterfow] will be in order in the 
morning. We will be on the lake for Sabine's and 
other Gulls and possibly some Phalaropes at mid-day. 
(Reservations are required for the boat trip which 
will cost approximately $25.00 per person.) We will 
finish at parking lot # 3 and search for shorebirds. 
Sometimes the group has met for dinner at the end. 
Josh Uffman and Torrey Berger are the trip leaders.
